One of the lessons of all these ru¬ 
mors is that when a man climbs to¬ 
wards the top, he usually has more 
positions open to him than he can 
accept, while at the bottom of the 
ladder are the dozens of unproved 
and untried, all clamoring frantically 
for one humble job.

The best thing to do with wild oats 
and wild buckwheat Is to store them 
in the feed bin—fine ground. 

What a dignity comes into a man’s 
bearing as he pays a debt! How 
many a man has rejoiced as he walk¬ 
ed out of the bank with the note rep¬ 
resenting a six or eight years’ obli¬ 
gation at the bank! Did he resolve 
it would be his last experience of the 
kind?

TRACED BY A BILLY

The arrest of Albert Allen, former 
Edmonton taxi driver, for the murder 
of Ernest Midwinter, Calgary taxi 
driver, which occurred months ago, is 
a sensational piece of detective work 
which reflects honor on the A.P.P. 
The inevitable “clue,” lying near the 
murdered man in the form of a pe¬ 
culiar billy, enabled the police to 
trace the gang who committed the 
murder from town'to town and from 
Chicago to Seattle. It was near Seat¬ 
tle that Allen was finally run to 
earth after months’ of searching. 

The billy apparently used by Mid¬ 
winter’s assailants to beat him into 
unconsciousness, aroused the inter¬ 
est of Commissioner Bryan, who had 
it photographed and who gave a de¬ 
scription of it to the press with an 
offer of n $25 reward to anyone giv¬ 
ing information as to the ownership 
of the weapon. 

"Within a few hours after the 
story appeared in the Sdmonton pa¬ 
pers a mechanic came into. my office 
and positively identified the weapon 
as his own work,” Commissioner Bry 
an explained. “He stated that he 
had made it for hs own protection in 
his garage, but that it had been stol¬ 
en from him. He had a good idea of 
who had stolen it and that gave-utr 
our first real lead. It was then up to 
us to trace down the suspects from 
the description which the mechanic 
gave us.”

elled by xail to Churchill, making the 
latter part of his journey from the 
Pas to the terminus of the Hudson 
months at Chesterfield. Dr. Living- 
Bay railway in twenty-seven hours. 
He reached Churchill on April 12 and 
was held at that point by extremely 
cold weather and a gale until the 
20th when he began the 450-mile 
journey by dog team northward 
along the west coast of Hudson bay. 

In all about twenty-five families 
were visited, representing about 100 
natives. This is about one-third of 
the Eskimo population of the coast, 
the majority of the natives having 
not returned from their inland camps 
At Chesterfield the native population 
numbers about 150, while the num¬ 
ber of white men seldom exceeds 
twelve or, fifteen. These latter in¬ 
clude Government officials such as 
the wireless operators, the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police detachment 
and the medical officer; those in 
charge of the trading posts; the mis¬ 
sionaries; and transient mining men.

Bank of Montreal is forwarding to 


Regina city council is reported to 
have voted in favor of giving a fran¬ 
chise to a New York syndicate to 
transport gas by pipe line from Al¬ 
berta to that city. But the city au¬ 
thorities of the Saskatchewan capi¬ 
tal at the same time held that the 
Kinsella field, near Viking, should be 
developed for that purpose. 

The Lethbridge Herald very much 
doubts whether the Province of Al¬ 
berta should allow exploitation of a 
new field to supply Saskatchewan ci¬ 
ties with gas at a time when hun¬ 
dreds of millions of feet of gas is be¬ 
ing wasted daily in Turner Valley 
field in connection with the recovery" 
of oil. The Kinsella field lies very 
close to the present supply of gas for 
Edmonton, and will, no doubt, bo 
needed in our own capital before 
many years pass. Why export gas 
which can be held as _ an important 
future resource when we have more 
than the whole of Saskatchewan 
could use going to waste in Turner 
Valley? 


Delegates to the Municipal Dis¬ 
tricts convention last week defeated 
the resolution to create a Dominion 
Government wheat board and to 
guarantee $1.00 per bushel to far¬ 
mers for their wheat this fall. 

Delegates entered freely into the 
discussion of the motion, read as fol¬ 
lows : 

‘‘Whereas, the Wheat Pool in the 
three Western provinces cannot func¬ 
tion efficiently owing to high interest 
charged by the banks on loans, and 

“Therefore, be it resolved that the 
Dominion Government - be requested 
to establish a wheat board, and pur¬ 
chase all wheat from the Canadian 
farmers at $1 per bushel at the ele¬ 
vator nearest to the farmer, and sell 
it at the market price and that any 
deficit be coverefi’ by increased income 
tax or by any other source of taxa¬ 
tion.’’ 

The introduction of an amendment 
to strike out all the words in the last 
paragraph of the original motion af¬ 
ter the words “Wheat Board,” 
brought a turn in opinions expressed 
on the floor of the convention. 

The amendment to strike out the 
words passed by a close vote, and 
then discussions started on the 
amended motion and on the advisabil 
ity of deserting the Pool in favor of 
a government operated Wheat Board. 
Two of the speakers made severe 
criticisms of the previous wheat 
board as operated by the Dominion 
government, and one of these, spoke 
very favorably of the present Pool 
organization. 

A vote was taken on the amended 
motion shortly after this address, 
and the delegates unanimously voted 
against recommending that a wheat 
board replace the Wheat Pool.

Increased responsibility of the pro¬ 
vincial ogvemment for the support 
of indigents to tighten municipality 
burdens was strongly urged. It was 
pointed out that the burden of relief 
is steadily growing and the conse¬ 
quent responsibility of governments 
is growing. 

In line with this was a plea for the 
careful selections of-immigrants, and 
a request that the -federal immigra¬ 
tion department assume responsibil¬ 
ity for the care of all indigent for¬ 
eigners until they are naturalized, 
and of all British immigrants for a 
period of three years. 

A resolution decisively defeated 
was for the disfranchisement of the 
receipients of municipal relief.

An outstanding development of in¬ 
terest to Canada is the official an¬ 
nouncement from the Argentine Min¬ 
istry of Agriculture of an estimate of 
a loss of 2,000,000 tons of wheat 
from the next harvest, on account of 
rust. The latter is the more easily 
understood, and to some extent af¬ 
fects more directly, and certainly 
more concretely, the busness situa¬ 
tion in Canada The 2,000,000 tons of 
wheat represents 70,000,000 bushels— 
a very large part of the probable ex¬ 
portable surplus of Argentine’s new 
crop. With the considerable surplus 
of wheat in the United States pre¬ 
sumably tied up for consumpton in 
, that country through extensive feed- 
i ing to livestock, the removal from 
i the “surplus" statistics jf a huge 
1 quantity of wheat such as seems 
j probable in the case of Argentine 
should mean not only a gradual firm¬ 
ing up of wheat prices, but a much 
larger market for the 1930 Canadian 
j crop over the next six or eight 
months. Already, perhaps, the Ar- 
I gentine report is affecting market 
prices favorably, for in a few days 
j the price of wheat has advanced from 
; the low of 64c to the close yesterday 
! around 62c. It is quite conceivable 
1 that the 70c minimum price urged by 
; premiers of the three Prairie Prov- 
. inces upon the Dominion Government 
I may be achieved in the open world 
j market. 1 

| England as Large Beale Lender 

| The negotiations between the Bank 
of England and the Bank of France 
are still too indefinite so far as pub¬ 
lic announcement is concerned, to 
make possible more than the merest 
conjecture as to their significance. 
The opinion in Canadian banking cir- 
J cles appears to favor the idea that 
the huge credit, if it is grated, may 
indicate the beginning of a series of 
international loans by England to 
such countries as Germany', the Ar¬ 
gentine, Colombia, and 


one. Total assets are reported at 
$826,969,527, up from $822,599,648, 
at the end of the first six months of 
the year. Of this total, liquid assets 
amount to $438,192,479, at which lev¬ 
el they are equivalent to 59.32 per 
cent, of total liabilities to the public, 
and compare with $373,450,296. In¬ 
cluded among them are cash and Do¬ 
minion notes of $100,047,419, or 13.54 
per cent, of total public lia'bilties. 

Due to the general market condi¬ 
tions, there has been a substantial 
reduction in call loans and marked 
gains in the holdings of Dominion 
and Provincial government securities [ in 
and in Canadian municipal securities 
and British, foreign and colonial pub¬ 
lic securities. As a result, call loans 
in Canada are $17,840,690, down 
from #27,460,856, and call loans in 
Great Britain and the United States 
have declined to $60,921,712 from 
$68,028,615. At the same time, Do¬ 
minion and Provincial government 
securities have increased to $131,107- 
484 from $96,081,961, and Canadian 
munc pal securities and British, for¬ 
eign and colonial public securities to¬ 
tal $46,447,441, as compared with 
$21,830,527. 

The somewhat smaller volume of 
business being done throughout the 
country is reflected by a reduction in 
current loans in Canada to $290,872,- 
423 from $335,301,194, while current 
loans outside of Canada are $42,547,- 
341 as against $43,188,318. Loans to 
cities, towns and municipalities stand 
at $24,246,054 as compared with $37,- 
151,194. 

A constructive feature is shown by i 
he tendency of deposit to record in¬ 
creases. Total deposits now amount 
to $697,395,742, up from $688,067,754. 
rThe profit and loss account shows 
profits of $6,519,031 as compared 
with $7,070,892 in the previous year. 

The profits, added to the amount car¬ 
ried forward, made the total avail- 
able for distribution $7,254,612. This | 
was allotted as follows: Dividends ! 
and bonus, $5,047,586; provision for ; 
taxes Dominion Government, $459,- | 
979, and reservation for bank prem- i 
ises, $800,000; leaving a balance to be 
•arried forward of $917,047 as against 
$735,582 at the end of the previous | 
year. 

The Bank this year, in addition to i 
issuing its statement in circular form | 
to shareholders, is publishing a sum- j 
mary of. the outstanding features of I 
the report, in a form that will be j 
readily understandable. This state¬ 
ment will be found in another column j 
afifl is certain to be of great assist- ;
